A locations study and 
preliminary engineering work 
would be necessary to select the 
most appropriate location for 
the overpass, it was reported. 

Niedringhaus Avenue and 
20th Street have been 
suggested, but some engineers 
said it is possible Nineteenth 
Street may be the most feasible 
site 

Plans to initiate the overpass 
project as a top priority im- 
provement were -developed 
during a meeting here Tuesday 
between Mayor Paul Schuler, 
State Rep. Horace Calvo of 
Granite City, Robert Kronst, 
district engineer of the Depart- 
ment of Transportation, and 
John Kusior, district DOT 
engineer of local roads and 
streets,

Creation of an “economic 
development | district’? to 
provide’ - planning — and 
management for programs in a 
seven-county area, including 
Madison County, was approved 
by the Madison County Board 
Wednesday 

All seven counties must ap- 
prove the district before it can 
become a reality. 

The Southwestern Illinois 
Metropolitan Area Planning 
Commission (SIMAPC) will 
serve as the heart of the 
district, coordinating programs 
and providing technical 
assistance for the district and 
for each governmental body in 
the district 

A SIMAPC spoekesman said 
this week the district would 
provide more grant money in 
this area by providing better 
communications with the 


will provide funds 
distribution to communities of 
specified Urban Areas for a 
program of street and highway 
improvements financed by 
federal money on a basis of 70 
per cent of cost paid by the 
‘government and 30 per cent 
paid by the community. 

The two highway department 
engineers said that the new 
HAUS program will work 
similar to the TOPICS program 
except that it will be more 
liberalized in its requirements 
and permit a broader expanse 
of improvements. 

TOPICS projects 
Operations Program to 
prove the Capacity and S; 
of streets) limited commtility 
improvements primarily to 
those involving safety factors 
such as enlargement of in- 
tersections and modernization 
of traffic signal system. 

Construction of an underpass 
would be within scope of the 
program, although it may take 
Granite City three to four years 
to obtain the grants necessary 
for such a project, Kusior said. 

He noted that the federal 
government has appropriated 
$1,387,567 for distribution for all 
projects for which applications 
are approved in communities of 
the East St. Louis Urbanized 
Area during the 1974 fiscal year.

Relocation of Broadway in 
Venice—a.job ten years in the 
planning and beset by financing 
problems, red tape and other 
delays — got under way yester- 
day. 

The long-awaited im- 
provement which will eliminate 
long traffic delays at the 
Broadway railroad crossing 
and afford quick access to 
McKinley Bridge and ap- 
proaches to the new FA Route 
151 when that roadway is ex- 
tended through Venice, was 
initiated at a formal ground- 
breaking ceremony at 10 a.m. 
Wednesday 

Nearly 100 persons attended 
the ceremony ata point near the 

Broadway underpass, which has 
been completed for nearly three 
years, as Venice city officials 
and representatives of ad- 
joining communities turned the 
traditional first shovels of dirt 
to mark the beginning of work 

Acting Mayor Lloyd Pat- 
terson of Venice told the group 

“The purpose of this im- 
provement is to eliminate the 
many tieups, delays and 
hazards to traffic caused by 
train’ movements — across 
Broadway. I don't need to go 
into great detail about these 
delays. You are all very much 
aware of them." 

In brief remarks, Patterson 
praised the efforts of the late 
Mayor John E. Lee who 
spearheaded the movement to 
build the underpass and the new 
Broadway route and guided a 
city fund investment program 
which made financing possible 
Mrs. Margaret Lee, wife of the 
late mayor, was among. par- 
ticipants in the ceremony

The Illinois Board of Higher 
Education on Tuesday ap- 
proved a priority listing for new 
capital projects, including 
$3,185,000 for Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville for 
the 1974-75 fiscal year beginning 
July 1 

Meeting on the SIUE campus 
for the first time, the board 
assigned priorities for five 
projects for SIUE which were 
included in a statewide list of 
106. Total cost of all projects on 
the priority list is estimated at 
$85,674,991 

Gov. Dan Walker has 
dicated $45 million will be 
available for capital ex 
penditures for higher education 
The five SIUE projects were all 
ranked high enough to be within 
the governor's estimate of 
available funds. 

The BHE gave a_ number 
three priority to installation of 
additional equipment in the 
heating and refrigeration plant 
at SIUE. The equipment will be 
needed when two new 
classroom buildings now under 
construction are completed. 
The equipment and installation 
are expected to cost $1.5 
million.

The BHE listed $125,000 in 
remodeling for the Broadview 
Hotel, used by SIUE to house its 
East St. Louis Center, as 
priority number 42, The money 
will be used to renovate two 
additional floors of the hotel to 
create more classroom and 
office space for the East St.

AFL-CIO to develop jobs 


A $4.7 million contract with 
the AFL-CIO Human Resources 
Development Institute. (HRDI) 
to help provide new jobs and 
training for 23,000 unemployed 
persons was announced this 
week by Secretary of Labor 
Peter J. Brennan. 

Under the one-year 
agreement, HRDI will develop 
22,000 jobs for unemployed 
disadvantaged people and 
prepare and place an additional 
1,000 minority youths as ap- 
prentices in the building and 
construction trades. 

HRDI was established by the 
AFL-CIO in 1968 to mobilize 
labor movement resources in a 
nationwide program to help 
recruit, train, upgrade and hire 
the unemployed and un- 
deremployed through ongoing 
Labor Department programs. 

HRDI operates 53 local offices 
and will shortly open its 54th in 
Alaska. 

Under the new contract, 
HRDI will use $3.2 million to 
develop 22,000 jobs as well as: 

—Assist Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act 
(CETA) prime sponsors, the 
National Alliance of 
Businessmen, federal agencies 
and others in'the promotion and 
development of manpower 
training programs 

—Provide training and 
technical assistance to union 
representatives in cooperation 
with state and local manpower 


planning councils. 

—Help returning veterans 
find union jobs through local 
HRDI offices. 

—Develop’at least 700 jobs for 
prisoners and ex-offenders; and 

—Manage and provide’ ser- 
vice and technical assistance 
for 21 Apprenticeship Outreach 
programs subcontracted to 
local building trades coun- 
ceils. . 

In addition to promoting 
and developing jobs, HRDI will 
place over 1,000 minority youths 
in apprenticeship through the 
Apprenticeship Outreach 
Program, with $1,500,000 in 
federal funding. 

Included is $51,950 for 
placement of 40 apprentices in 
the area of East St. Louis.

Supplemental 
income plan 


The Supplemental Security 
Income program is a new 
federal-state plan intended to 
provide a dignified, uniform, 
minimum income through 
federal payments for people 
who are 65 or older, or blind or 
disabled, and who have little or 
no income and _ limited 
resources, it was reported 
today. The new program 
replaces the present federal- 
state programs or cash public 
assistance. 

An individual may qualify for 
a supplemental payment up to 
$140 monthly; a couple, up to 
$210 monthly, provided certain 
eligibility requirements are 
met. Primarily these are: 

Earned income for an in 
dividual less than $365 per 
month, or $505 per month for a 
couple. 

Unearned income less than 
$160 for an individual per 
month, or $230 for a couple per 
month. 

Have resources (cash, stocks, 
bonds, etc) not more than $1,500 
for an individual or $2,250 for a 
couple. (You may own your 
home, your car and household 
xoods of reasonable value; 
these are not considered as 
resources.)

Democratic Central Committee race between four candidates 


In addition to selecting precinct 
committeemen next Tuesday, each 
major party will elect a 23rd 
Congressional District state central 
committeeman. 

The Republican candidate, 
William D. Stiehl, Belleville, has 
held the committeeman post eight 
years and is unopposed. The 
husband of a state representative, 
he is a lawyer. 

Stiehl has been treasurer of the 
Illinois Republican State Central 
Committee since 1966. 

On the Democratic side, many 
voters would like to end the service 
of former East St. Louis Mayor 
Alvin Fields but his re-election 
prospects are bolstered by the fact 


that opposing votes will be splin- 
tered three ways. 

Since the district includes only 
part of Madison Conty, the outlook 
for a victory by either James F. 
Chapman or Richard Allen is not as 
great as might otherwise be the 
case. But Chapman may attract 
heavy Collinsville and Quad-City 
backing due to organization en- 
dorsement. 

The St. Clair County alternative to 
Fields, Mrs. Carolyn Chapman of 
Belleville, is not related to former 
Recorder of Deeds James Chapman. 
Her record of community service 
has been of high caliber and quantity 
and she deserves consideration for 
the position. 


Judicial primary battles at Appellate and Circuit levels 


Judicial choices have been limited 
by court rulings this year but some 
spirited races remain. 

Unopposed is John M. Karns Jr., 
Belleville, seeking the; Democratic 
nomination for a Fifth Judicial 
District Appellate Court judgeship 
(the vacancy created when Judge 
Joseph H. Goldenhersh advanced to 
the-Illinois Supreme Court). No one 
has filed for this post on the 
Republican ballot. 

For a new judgeship at the Ap- 
pellate level, the ballot shows three 
Democrats and a lone Republican, 
Lehman D. Krause, Centreville. 

Krause was not recommended in 
an evaluation by the Illinois State 
Bar Association, and a write-in cam- 
paign has been started for Peyton H. 
Kunce, Murphysboro, a circuit 
judge with 21 years’ experience on 
the bench; he is currently assigned 
to the Fourth Appellate District. 

Both Karns and Kunce appear to 
be well qualified. 

In a three-way Democratic race 
between Robert B. Maucker, God- 
frey, Charles E. Jones, McLean- 
sboro, and Von Allan Carlisle, Tren- 
ton, only the first two received full 
Bar Association recommendation. 

Maucker, 59, is a highly regarded 
attorney who has practiced law for 

about three decades. Jones, 49, has. 
been a judge 20 years, including 


three years as an appointed Ap- 
pellate Court justice in this district. 

On the basis of his judicial ex- 
perience, Judge Jones would appear 
to be preferable to Mr. Maucker by a 
narrow margin. 

In the Third Judicial Circuit, 
Judge William Beatty is up for 
retention and will not be on the ballot 
until November. 

Circuit judges without Democratic 
primary opposition are John Git- 
choff of Glen Carbon for the post of 
former Judge I. H. Streeper and 
Moses W. Harrison II of Collinsville 
for the position of the late Judge J. 
O. Monroe Jr. Both Gitchoff and 
Harrison are serving by ap- 
pointment in the judicial posts they 
seek. 


Rivals for the post of former 
Judge Michael Kinney are Victor J. 
Mosele, 48, Alton, and William E. 
“Bill” Johnson, 43, Edwardsville 
Rural Route Seven. The former has 
been a circuit judge by appointment 
for 15 months and the latter has been 
a magistrate and then an associate 
judge for a total of eight and a half 
years. 


Both seem conscientious in wan- 
ting to improve the court system. We 
favor Judge Mosele due to his 
greater experience with major civil 
litigation and criminal felony cases.

With 11 Democrats seeking two 
state representative nominations in 
the 56th Legislative District, voters 
are faced with a considerable 
challenge next Tuesday. Those 
nominated will be heavily favored to 
gain two of the three House seats in 
November. 

Leland Kennedy 
retiring, the seniority and ex- 
perience of Rep.

New classifications: 


Some call thém the “aged.” 
They are also dubbed “senior 
citizen” or just “senior,” 

Then there’s the ‘older 
American.” Now we have the 
“young-old” and the “‘old-old.”” 

But they all mean the same 
thing: those citizens 55 years of 
age and older. There are 20 
million of them across the 
country, with 2.2 million living 
in Illinois. 

Legislation creating the new 
state Department on Aging 
calls them “aged” or “senior 
ies 
“(It) means a person 55 years 
of age or older, or a person 
nearing the age of 55 for whom 
opportunities for employment 
and participation in community 
life are unavailable or severely 
limited and who, as a result 
thereof, has difficulty in 
maintaining self-sufficiency 
and contributing to the life of 
the community.” 

But many older citizens are 
not happy with these labels. 

Enter Bernice L. Neugarten 
with an alternative. 

A professor at the University 
of Chicago, she has replaced the 
terms with two new ones: the 


75;,and the old-old, those 75 and 
er. 

She points out that age 55 is 
becomihg a meaningful lower 
age limit for the young-old 
because of the lowering age of 
retirement. 

“Many workers: are now 
voluntarily retiring just as soon 
as they think they can live 
comfortably upon their 
retirement incomes as, for 
example, those auto workers 
who exercise their retirement 
option at 55,” she has told the 
Americafi Association for the 
Advancement of Sciences. 

She lists these characteristics 
of the young-old: 

—They constitute more than 
15 per cent of the total 
population as compared to the 
old-old who represent ‘four per 
cent 

—About 80 per. cent of the 
young-old men and 50 per cent 
of the women were married as 
of 1970 and living with their 
spouses. Most live in their own 
household as opposed to with 
children or other relatives, 

A large proportion of young- 
old have a living parent who 
contributes to the young-old’s 
sense of youthfulness. 


-Young-old, old-old 


—Better edtcated than the 
old-old, a young-old in the near 
future will be in an even less 
disadvantaged position in 
comparison with the young, 

—Members of this group are 
highly active politically as 
campared with other age 
groups, In the electorate as a 
whole, they are dispropor- 
tionately influential 

And what about the young-old 
of the future? The group now in 
the 30s and 40s—people who 
have been politically and 
culturally active as well as 
involved in the civil rights and 
women’s liberation 
movements? 

“These experiences and these 
attitudes combined with their 
higher education and oc- 
cupational levels will probably 
lead them to- exert a potent 
influence upon government,” 
the-expert on aging explains. 

“Compared with the young. 
old of the 1970s, the young-old of 
the 1990s are likely to wield 
their influence through direct 
political action, and to make 
demands of both the public and 
private sectors to bring the 
benefit structure in line with 
their raised expectations.”

A ‘no - holds barred” 
evaluation of the Granite City 
public school system, including 
Praise, criticism and 
suggestions concerning the 
district’s programs, was 
presented to the Granite City 
Board of Education last 
week by the Community 
Advisory Council to Unit School 
District 9. 

The school board, which was 
not to have granted final ap- 
proval to the document until 
March 19, praised the work. of 
the committee and gave its 
immediate approval to the 
document without recom- 
mending any changes except 
the date of approval which was 
specified in the Local District 
Educational Plan, the result of 
the committe’s work since May 
21, 1973. 

The committee was formed 
from a cross section of the 
community and local service, 
labor and education groups 
under guidelines suggested by 
the Illinois Office of the 
Superintendent of Public 
Instruction., The guidelines 
called for public involvement in 
the planning and evaluation 
processes of school districts 
throughout the state. 

Under the Illinois Program 
for Evaluation, Supervision and 
Recognition of Schools (termed 
the A-160 plan), local districts, 
including Madison and Venice, 
established their citizen groups 
and charged them with creating 
district plans. 

Ed Edwards, chairman of the 
Granite City Community 
Advisory Council, addressed 
the board of education Tuesday 
night 

Edwards said, “I would urge 
the board to continue to support 
this committee. The overall 
effect of this plan could last 10 
years. It calls for continued 
citizen participation in review 
and advisory capacities and I 
feel our committee has proven 
itself capable.” 

He suggested membership on 
the committee be rotated and 
encouraged the board to “use 
the committee as a springboard 
for public opinion. We'can be 
used for specific tasks including 
getting the opinions of the 
public, and we will see you get 
that information.”’Edwards 
pledged. 

Edwards and Owen E 
Humphrey, curriculum coor- 
dinator for the district who 
helped prepare the educational 
plan and wrote most of the 
document, were praised by the 
board. 


Board Treasurer L. Monroe 
Worthen, who was on the 
committee, commented, “Ed 
provided the leadership and the 
drive to get the job done. Owen 
served in a capacity that I 
thought was totally proper to 
keep the committee from being 
led by the board’s feelings. It is 
a good committee with a wide 
range of interests and the 
citizens gave most of the input 
toward the final product. 

Board member‘A. L. “Pete” 
Metcalf, who also served on the 
committee, agreed, saying, 
“Ed's leadership was terrific 
and Owen was his right hand 
man. I feel they shayld be 
commended. 

The board voted to give 
specific commendation to 
Edwards and Humphrey and to 


send letters of commendation to- 


all active, members of the 
committee. The board also 
voted to retain the committee to 
serve as advisors to the district. 

The committee attempted to 
evaluate the district’s per- 
formance in specific areas by 
sending detailed questionnaires 
to high school students, parents 
of junior high and elementary 
school students and staff 
members. A total of 15,288 
questionnaires were distributed 
and 7,116 were completed and 
returned to the. committee. 

Questions were answered on 
a'five-point scale with “1” being 
poor and “5” being excellent. 
Results then were tabulated and 
weighted mean averages 
assigned to each question’s 
response, 

‘Those questioned rated the 
district’s comprehensive in- 
struction in physical fitness, 
health and safety as its most 
outstanding program with an 
average of 4.211 on the five point 
scale. 

Ranked second best was the 
board of education's ability to 
fulfill the Constitutional laws of 
the country and state, rated 
4.173 by those questioned. The 
third best response was in 
answer to the question, ‘Are 
school experiences available to 
enabje the student to appreciate 
and-or participate. in in- 
tellectual and aesthetic areas, 
such as art, music, speech and 
drama?” The average response 
was 4.172. 

The district took a slap on the 
wrist with responses to 
questions concerning un- 
derstanding of students (3.186), 
attitudes concerning 
discrimination (3.203), freedom 
of students to express their 
beliefs and ideals without fear 
of ridicule or punishment 
(3.261), teaching the proper

The plan offers hundreds of 
suggestions for improvements, 
most with specific dates by 
which each phase of the 
suggestion should be com- 
pleted. 

B. J. Davis, district 
superintendent, told the board, 
“We have reviewed the 
deadlines from an  ad- 
ministrative standpoint and we 
feel they are acceptable 
deadlines.” 

Edwards said he felt in- 
terested citizens should have an 
opportunity to study the 66-page 


Local District Educational Plan 
and said copies will be 
distributed to several areas 
where they shouldbe kept 
available for public inspection. 

Areas where copies will be 
‘available after the final drafts 
have ‘beencompleted~ will~ in- 
clude all schools, the school 
board office, the Granite City 
Public Library, the Office of the 
Superintendent, Educational 
Service Region, Edwardsville, 
and the Office of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, 
Springfield. 

Copies also will be distributed 
to school board members and 
members of the Community 
Advisory Council.

Liberalized tax deductions 


Illinois taxpayers may reduce 
their taxes through liberalized 
federal income tax deductions 
for the care of children’ and 
disabléd spouse or dependents, 
Leon C. Green, IRS district 
director for central. and 
southern Illinois, said this week. 

Taxpayers with adjusted 
Bross incomes of $18,000 or less 
may be able to deduct as much 
as_$400 a month for household 
and dependent care expenses. 
Those who earn more than 
$18,000 a year must reduce the 
deduetion 50 cents for each 
dollar over $18,000, Green said. 

To qualify for this deduction, 
according to Green, taxpayers 
must be employed, must 
provide more than half the cost 
of maintaining a household for a 
dependent under 15 or a 
disabled spouse or dependent of 
any age, and must make the 
payments to persons other than 
relatives or dependents. 

Green pointed oyt that this” 
deduction may include 
household expenses paid for the 
usual services of a housekeeper,

Additionally, he said, ex- 
penses incurred ourside the 
home for nursery school or day 
care for dependents under 15 
may be included as part of the 
deduction if they are necessary 
to enable the taxpayer to work. 

However, he added, these 
expenses are limited to $200 a 
month for one dependent; $300 
for two dependents and $400 for 
three or more. According to the 
law, ‘such expenses cannot 
include educational costs for a 
child in the first or higher 
grades. 

Green also said that deduc- 
tions for care of disabled 
dependents over 15 must be 
reduced by the amount that the 
dependent’s Adjusted gross 
income and any nontaxable 
disabilty payments exceed $750. 
The expenses paid for the care 
of a disabled husband or wife, 
he said, must be reduced by 
nontaxable disability 
payments. Typically, these 
payments come from disability 
insurance policies and employe 
sick pay plans, 

Green cautioned Illinois 
taxpayers that, to take ad- 
vantage of the-child and 
disabled care provisions, they 
must itemize all deductions on 
Form 1040. Form 2441 may be 
used to compute the deduction. 

“And, as with all such items 
on the tax return, it’s necessary 
to keep good records to prove 
expenses,” he said.

He 
finished sixth in the state after 
forfeiting a fifth-place bout 
because of the injury.

Q. Tam a nurse in a Chicago 
hospital and have heard many 
AFDC people complain that the 
new flat grant assistance pro- 
gram will not cover their medical 
expenses. How does the flat 
grant differ from the old assist- 
ance plan?...L.B. Chicago. 

A. In Illinois the Aid :0 
Families with Dependent Chil- 
dren (AFDC) program is admin- 
istered by the Department of 
Public Aid to families without 
sufficient income because of ill- 
ness, unemployment or absence 
of parents. 

The state department dis- 
tributes both the federal and 
state funds in the-form of food 
stamps, payment of medical bills 
and monthly cash payments. 


ment initiated a new system to 
determine the monthly cash“pay- 
ments--called the “modified flat 
grant” or “Consolidated Stand- 
ard Plan.” It does not alter the 
payment of medical bills or the 
distribution of food stamps. 

The plan simplified the num- 
ber of variables determining 
monthly payments and reduced 
the number of special allowances 
from 90 to 15. Instead of the 
biggest grants going to families 
with the most allowances, the 
dollars were divided among the 
assistance familics according to: 
family size, the presence of an 
adult and housing costs in the 
area. 

The new plan has provided

region, carry large humbers of 
passengers both during rush 
hours and off-peak hours, and 
be a foundation for later con- 
struction of a more extensive 
rapid transit system: 

Preliminary engineering 
work would include selection of 
@ specific transit route within 
the proposed central corridor, 
station site selection, and choice 
of transit vehicles and equip- 
ment.

“Our region’s transportation

Project could recycle all 
of solid waste in region | 


Union Electric Co. is» pro- 
ceeding with plans for 
development of a. solid waste 
utilization system’ capable of 
handling essentially all of the 
solid waste generated in the 
metropolitan St. ‘Louis region 

President | Charles J. 
Dougherty said the system, to 
be built, owned, and operated 
by the utility without govern- 
mental subsidy; “will provide a 
long-term, economically self- 
supporting solution to the 
metropolitan area’s solid waste 
disposal problems.”” 

The company hopes to have 
the system in full operation by 
mid-1977. 

The decision follows the 
company's evaluation of the 
pioneering and experimental 

. prototype system in operation 
since April 1972. That ex- 
periment was a joint venture of 
the company, the City of St. 
Louis and the U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 

He said many problems have 
been encountered during the 
experiment, but “engineering 
ingenuity has met all the 
challenges. 

“The experimental operation 
and its development pointed up 
the necessity that Union 
Electric maintain a high degree 
of control over all material fired 
into its boilers,’ said 
Dougherty. 

“This requirement and the 
belief that the system should 
operate without governmental 
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subsidy resulted in the decision 
to put the solid waste utilization 
system on the broad scope we 
are announcing.” 

Union Electric will establish 
and operate five to seven 
strategically located collection- 
transfer centers capable of 
handling 2.5 to 3 million tons of 
waste annually. 

Refuse will be received from 
private and pyblic haulers at 
these centers and transferred to 
closed containers for rail 
shipment to. processing 
facilities at the company’s 
Meramec and Labadie power 
plants. 

The combustible wastes will 
be burned, along with coal, to 
generate electricity at both 
power ‘plants, and the non- 
combustible materials will be 
sold for recycling. 

The system is designed to 
encompass the City of St. Louis 
and six adjacent counties in 
Missouri and Iinois. 

Dougherty said the economic 
justification for the estimated 

n in capital costs and 

ion in annual operating 

costs will come from the 

heating value of the burnable 

material, dumping fees, and 

sale of non-burnable recyclable 
materials. 

He cautioned that a com- 
mitment of this magnitude 


necessarily is contingent on (1) 
establishment of realistic en- 
vironmental regulations for 
refuse-burning boilers, and |(2) 
assurance of a supply of solid 
waste from public and private 
collectors for_a duration that 
will justify the required capital 
investment. t 

He said experience with the 
prototype and the company’s 
technical and economic studies. 
are the basis for the decision. 

"While the heat value of the 
solid wastes is a plus for us, we 
believe the solution this offers to 
municipal waste disposal 
problems is even more im- 
portant.” 

The utility president said he 
found the decision “exciting.” 

“The potential is tremendons. 
Obviously, recycling and 
reusing waste materials makes 
sense environmentally. When 
that can be achieved 
economically, it is a significant 
and positive achievement. 

“This system will conserve 
natural resources and will all 
but eliminate the need to use 
land for waste disposal,” he 
said.

Soil tests for pasture recommended

Your pasture ground may 
need 4 soil test now. In previous 
years farmers have gauged the 
fertility needs of their pasture 
by an estimate’ of its growing 
performance. From that 
estimate they have decided how 
much fertilizer to apply. 
However, with shortages and 
increased costs of fertilizer, a 
soil test may be a necessary 
pasture management tool. 

The value of good pasture can 
be measured in a number of 
ways. Good pastures are 
economical feed sources for 
livestock, Dense lush pasture 

le exercise room for 


animals normally in con 
finement lots. 

A shot-gun approach for early 
spring pasture fertility calls 
for: 100 pounds of triple super 
phosphate and 200 pounds 
muriate of potash per acre and 
either 60 to 70 pounds of actual 
nitrogen for bluegrass or 75 to 
125 pounds of nitrogen for 
bromegrass, tall fescue and 
timothy stands. However, with 
an actual fertilizer test you may 
be able to get by this year much 
less. 

Here are some more ideas 
concerning pasture 
management that will increase 
the efficiency of your pasture. 
Move salt stations to different 
locations in the pasture every

two or three weeks, The same 
idea holds true for sup- 
plemental feed bunks, oilers, 
and water supplies, Cattle walk 
the same “‘cow path’’ to sources. 
of mineral feed and water. As a 
result, grazing patterns also 
tends to concentrate near these 
areas. Short sections of fence 
can be strung to force cattle 
away from their normal path to 
water ang into normally light 
Rrazed areas. 

Over-grazing, especially 
during late summer, is very 
detrimental to pasture stands. 
If you graze year around, allow 
3 to 5 acres of pasture per cow 
and calf. If pastures are grazed 
only during spring and summer 
months, a cow and calf per acre 
is a safe rule of thumb. It is 
always tempting to put cattle on 
pasture as soon as things begin 
to green-up. However, if you 
will wait until a six inch stand 
has grown, you will run less 
danger of bloat and both 
legumes and grasses will be 
thriftier the entire season, 

Weed control is essential. 
Identify the weeds that menace 
your pasture so that an effective 
weed control program can be 
implemented. Weed kill will be 
most effective if done early in 
the growing season when weeds 
are young and tender. 

Spring seeding date for hay 
and pasture species is late 
March or early April. Hay and 
pasture crops may be seeded 
with or without a companion 
crop. : 
Spring oats is the most widely 
used companion crop with . 
spring seeded alfalfa. Oats are 
a cool weather crop.’ Early 
planting is very important for 
best yields. Oats should be 
planted as soon as the ground 
can be worked. April 15 would 
be considered a late planting 
date. 

Oats respond to fertilizer 
about the same as wheat, Use 
recent field fertility history or a 
soil test as a guide to fertility 
needs. Usual nitrogen rates are 
40 to 60 pounds of actual 
nitrogen per acre. 

With good management and 
weather, alfalfa seeded without 
a companion crop can produce 
about three tons of high-quality 
hay per acre during the first 
year. This would save the 
planting expense of oat seed and 
fertilizer plus the fuel consumed 
in planting and harvesting the 
oat crop. Ms

Chouteau ‘has opposition for 
only two of its seven com- 
mitteemen psots, while Venice 
is without a single contest and 
lacks a Democratic. candidate 
in precinct 10.
